State College, Pa.—With the pres­ 
ent downward trend of egg prices, 
poultry producers in Pennsylvania are 
striving for a low cost of production 
and 
are 
considering carefully the 
justification for expanding their flocks 
for the coming year. 
In tho United States on January 
first, there was 12 per cent more 
poultry than on January first, 1923. 
The production of eggs has increased ' 
33.3 per cent from 1920 to 1923, while 
the population of the entire country 
has increased only 5.3 per cent. This 
means that consumption must be in­ 
creased 
to

production and that the poultrymAn 
must produce his eggs cheaper and 
more efficiently than in the past. 
“Do not expand the flocks very 
much this year, particularly the fight­ 
er breeds,” is the suggestion of M. 
H. Brightman of the poultry depart-

able outlook for the producers of the 
heavier breeds.
